prescribed in unlimited quantities by physicians, rather than 
permit the enactment of the Stanley amendment to their bill, 
which would impose severe, penalties on officers and others 
who search homes, property and persons of citizens without 
warrants. 


The House adopted a modified amendment which would 
have penalized the search of a home without 
warrant and 
which provided that a warrant should not issue 
except on 
evidence that liquor was being.made "for sale." This provision, 
however, met neither "wet" nor. "dry" approval in the Senate. 
The "wets" wanted protection extended jjp.all property and 
persons, while the "drys" objected that the "for sale" clause 
would invite householders to install stills and to brew without' 
limit.

FARMERS AND FREIGHT RATES 
(Altoona Mirror) 


Appearing before the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace made a plea for consideration 
of the farmers of the nation. 
The commission is investigating 
freight rates on hay and grain. 


Mr. Wallace contended that those rates are so high that 
tln'y have seriously affected the farmers 
and unless 
some 
relief is extended production..will be materially 
reduced, a 
silnation that would be even worse for the people than for the 
agriculturists.. He pointed out that the purchasing power of 
oats in Iowa is only 48 per cent of what it was from 1909 to 
191-1, while the purchasing power of other farm products is 
also below the average of other commodities. 


The last increase in freight rates was designed to help 
the railroads, which were being operated at a loss. 
It was 
granted at a time when the country was still prosperous, al-' 
though there were evidences of a slackening of the-speed at! 
which we were going. 
Now virtually all other business is \ 
complaining that the freight rates are too high and are de­ 
manding a revision downward. The railroads say they cannot 
reduce the rates if their expenses are to continue at the present 
figure.
